levee. 

After the trench is filled with 
slurry, a three feet thick, four 
feet wide clay cap is placed on 
top of most of the levee, and a 
concrete cap is applied to areas 
that endure the strains of road 
traffic. 

A concrete cutoff wall was 
also built in places where the 
road runs over the levee. 

The walls stretch to the depth 
of the slurry wall and are. two 
feet wide. 

By the end of the work, the 
levee will be raised approxi- 
mately 7.5 feet higher, and with 
the newly increased width of the 
levee, the slope will change 
from one foot up to every two 
feet out to one foot up to every 
three feet out. 

Dirt is placed and packed 
down on the levee in eight-inch 
lifts, or eight inches deep at a 
time. 

Each lift is density tested and 
must meet the 95 percent maxi- 
mum density standard before 
another lift can be applied. 

“There is tremendous quality 
control work on this job,” Oden 
said. 

He said a full-time quality 
control manager was hired to 
oversee the constnuction, and an 
independent laboratory _ per- 
forms soil testing. 

A new manhole system is 
designed to prevent water from 
running inside the levee through 
welded pipes and manholes. 

Another significant part of the 


project has been the replacing 
and repairing of nine drainage 
structures around the levee 

By the end of February, Oden 
said he expects to have the slur- 
ry wall finished, the gates in 
place, all roads paved, the 
water retention aréa behind thé 
old high school done and grass 
seeded on top of the levee. 

After that, he said only 
smaller, miscellaneous jobs 
would be left to finish, such as 
installing guardrails, gutters 
and curbs,

Typical elephants are divorce,

She was ‘affected physically, 
emotionally, relationally and 
spiritually. It impacted her self- 
esteem as she thought of herself 
as damaged goods.

Deadline for farmer's gasoline tax refund claims 
set for March 31 JAMES E, STEPHENS, JR. 


March 31 is the deadline for 
Alabama farmers to file their 
state gasoline tax refund claims 
with the Alabama Department 
of Revenue, according to State 
Commissioner of Revenue 
Dwight Carlisle. 

“The refund claims are based 
on portions of the state excise 
tax paid by farmers on gasoline 
used during 2003 for agricultur- 
al purposes. The portion of the 
gasoline tax that can be refund- 
ed applies only to the amount of 
gasoline that is used in tractors 
or any auxiliary engines which 
may be attached to tractors. 
Gasoline used fn farm trucks is 
not subject to a refund. We 
encourage those farmers who 
qualify for such a refund to sub- 
mit. their refund claims as soon 
as possible. The refund claim 
must be postmarked no later 
than March 31, 2004,” Carlisle 
explained: 

Taxes on gasoline sifichiased 
from Jan, 1, 2003, through Dec. 
31, 2003, will be refunded at the 
rate of 15 cents per gallon. The 
refund applies to the tax levied 


upon gasoline only, it does not 
apply to any tax levied upon 
diesel fuel

Circle Hooks 


Benefit Fish and 


Archeologist tell us that man’ 


crafted his first fish hooks out of 
bone and, tied them onto a line 
he wove from thé tail ‘of wild 
horses. ‘They even have evi- 
dence -that early man used what 
is Known as a circle hook today. 
Whether he made it in that shape 
on purpose or the piece of bone 
he had dictated it, no one is sure, 

Regardless of how the circle 

hook was invented, il is enjoy- 
ing a Comeback among today’s 
anglers. The bend of a circle 
hook makes part of a circle so 
that the point of the hook is 
pointed back toward the hook’s 
shank. This configuration looks 
strange When compared to the 
traditional hook that's. point is 
parallel to the hook shank. 
As soon as a fish takes the bait 
with an imbedded circle hook he 
closes his jaw. This causes the 
hook to rotate. As the line tight- 
ens, the hook is dragged toward 
the mouth until it reaches the 
fish's jaw, As the line is tight- 
ened, the hook becomes imbed- 
ded in the jaw. 

Circle hooks are manufac- 
tured in every size, from blue 
gill to large saltwater sizes. 
While they can be used in 
almost any fishing application 
with live or dead bait, they are 
especially popular with catfish- 
ermen. It is with setlines and 
trotlines that the hook-set ratio 
really increases. One catfisher- 


man I talked to said his ratio of 


hooked fish on setlines had 
increased dramatically and that

.over 80 percent of the fish were 


hooked in the corner of the 
mouth, — 4 
He especially liked the hooks 
when it came to réleasing fish. * 
1 seldom have a cat that is 
hooked deep in the gullet when 
using circle hooks. It just stands 
to réason more small fish are 
going to survive if they are 
hooked in the Jip rather than if 
they swallow it, * he said 
Fishing circle hooks with a 
pole or rod takes a little getting 
use (0. We have all been condi- 
tioned to set the hook when we 
get a strike, This is usually a 
knee jerk reaction where we jerk 
the rod upward in a sweeping 
arch, If an angler tries to set a 
circle hook in this manner, they 
will usually snatch the hook 
right out of the fish's mouth. 
Setting a circle hook is 
accomplished with a steady pull 
rather than with a fast hook set. 
After the fish takes the hook, 
apply only enough pressure to 
rotate the hook where the point 
will snag in the jaw as it is 
pulled forward. It is much more 
difficult for a fish to throw a cir- 
cle hook as it can't be backed 
straight out like a conventional 
hook. Even if the line goes 
slack, they will stay hooked. 
Next time you go fishing 
with natural baits, give the cir- 
cle hook a try. Just remember 
that the old “cross his 
eyes"hookset won't work-just 
apply steady pressure to set the 
hook.

John Glenn Lee said the 
trucks drove underneath a 
bridge where mules with carts 
on top of the bridge would 
straddle a hole and drop dirt 
down into the trucks. 

Shortie’s wife, Olive Ray 
Martin, who as a small child 
often watched the workers fill 
the trucks at the clay pit with her 
uncle, said it was done using a 
slip scrape. 

Shortie said a slip scrape was 
a U-shaped pan with a sharp 
blade on the front of it that a 
team of mules dragged on the 
ground to gather dirt. 

He said while the mules 
pulled, a man lifted up* on the 
slip scrape, causing the blade to 
push into the ground. As it 
filled, the man pulled down on 
the extended handle and lifted 
the blade out of the dirt. When 
the full slip scrape reached the 
hole, ‘the man flipped it over, 
and the dirt fell through the 
bridge into the waiting truck 
below. 

“They've hauled enough dirt 
here in the last week, if they'd 
had to fill those trucks up with 
those slip scrapes, we wouldn't 
have had this levee built in my 
or your lifetime,” Shortie said.

“If you took a slip scrape and 
tried to fill up one of these dump 
trucks they've got out here now, 
it would take you half a day.”

ment paid him $2.80‘per day. 
Olive Ray said another “prim- 


itive” tool the workers used to 
gather dirt was a. digging 
machine called a dragline. 

Shortie said the dragline had a 
big scoop that could be turned 
different ways. The driver of the 
dragline flung the scoop out so 
it stuck in. the dirt;, and then 
dragged it back to him, causing 
‘it to fill with dirt. 


The driver then lifted the 
scoop above a transport truck 
and dropped it to dump dirt in 
the truck. _ 

Shortie said the scoop would 
often bang against the trucks ° 
and “tear them all to pieces.”
